D.C. AS Program Chataman for this event, 4t is my prtvilege 
to obtain a guest speaker for the banquet which is seheduled 
for Saturday evening, Juky 24th. It 48 my hope that you wikl 
consent to speak to the POW/MIA families and concerned §rrends 
nekative to your personak experiences and thoughts on dealing 
with the communist governments in Asia, Southeast Asia in 
particular, 


AS you are wekk aware, the House Select Committee on Missing 
Persons in Southeast Asia is attempting to investigate this 
probLem and xecommend solutions which wikl then be impLimented 
at the discretion of the Administration. I4 i& our fear that 
the Select Committee wikl cease its operation on the projected 
date of expination, September 11, 1976, Leaving Little i§ any 
Aneentive for the Administration to act upon the necommendations 
provided, 


In addition, the political ckimate is such that President Ford 

4& nekuctant to appear "soft" on deaking with the subject govern~ 
ments due to Ma. Reagan's often ékkLgfounded remarks pertaining to 
deaking with the Vietnamese. The National League has Long held 
the bekies that negotiations ane the only means by which we wikl 
obtain the accounting provided for in the Paris Peace Accords. 

We were encouraged to hear Dr. Kissinger and President Ford 
address the subject of negotiations, without preconditions, which 
have been agreed to by the Vietnamese. However, it now appears 
that nothing wikk be done until after the elections in November, 
Once again, the POW/MIA families ane caught in the middle of a 
Situation over which we have no control, 
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The aforegoing I have mentioned by way of background to Let 
you know approximately where we stand in our efforts. 1 am 
certain the families would be most interested in hearing any 
Suggestions lata bes have as to actions which might be taken 
to nesokve the accounting probLem, The schedule for Saturday 
night, July 24th, is cocktails fnxom 6:30 pem. to 7:30 pem., 
folLlLowed by dinner and the program, Should you prefer to 
Speak at an aktennative time, Saturday afternoon between 2:00 
and 4:30 poem. 45 tentatively open. 


I shall be anxtously awaiting a response to this nequest to 
factkitate finalizing the program plans.
